-Vilipiito Conimissimiers Renew Re- 
quest lor Cessation of Hostilities. 

it ift l^sibl« the Ne^otiatioiiH Are Givins 
the luHurs:entK a Mueh Neetled Oi»- 
purtunity to Kehabllitate Their 
L>e moralized iorces. 

Maxima, Ma}r 3. — Maj. Manuel Ar- 
pue^eses axid Lieut. Jose Rcrnal, of the 
staff of Gen. Antonio Luna, returned 
here Tuesday to renew and press the 
lequest of (ren, Luna for a cessation of 
hostilities. They have found the field 
of labor a most uncong’enial one. The 
two officers were received in confer- 
ence by Maj. Gen. E. S. Otis. The pro- 
posals which they had to submit dif- 
fered but sdghtly from those which 
they brought from the Filipino com- 
mander in the first place. They desired 
a little time in which to summon 
congress, and expressed themselves as 
being confident that the congress will 
decree peace, because the people desira 
it. They represent that Aguinaldo is 
without power to surrender the army, 
and that the congress must decide that 
question. Incidentall 3 ', the Filipinos* 
envoys asserted that Aguinaldo had 
not yet made a fair test of his strength 
against the American forces, because 
only one-third of his army had been 
assembled together. 

The envoys presented a letter from 
Senor Mabini, president and minister 
of foreign affairs in the cabinet of 
Aguinaldo, and who is the backbone of 
the Filipino organization. The com- 
munication is personal and unofficial, 
and seconds Maj. Arguelesese’s argu- 
ments. The envoys will see Gen. Otis 
again Wednesday. They will stop 
Tuesday night in Manila. They 
lunched with Gen. MacArthur at hia 
headquarters, on a car of the armored 
train at Calumpit, before going to Ma- 
nila. 

Whether or not Gen. Luna is sincere 
in his overtures, the negotiations are 
giving the insurgents a much needed 
opportunity to rehabilitate their de- 
moralized forces. The truth is that 
dissentions among the leaders of the 
rebels is helping on the disorganiza- 
tion of the Filipino army almost as 
much as the American campaign. 

In the course of the conference with 
the Filipino envoys, Gen. Otis 
agreed with the statement of 
Maj. Argueieses that the people 
of the Philippine islands wanted peace, 
and he added that requests for protec- 
tion are pouring in on him from all 
parts of the country. Maj. Gen. Law- 
ton was engaged in hard fighting 
early Tuesday morning. Telegraph 
communication was cut at 9 o’clock 
Tuesday morning, and there have been 
no repqrji -GcA; ilawton since 

■ 'ha^ime. 

'"'Manila, May 3. — The Americana 
have resumed offensive operations. 
Gen. Hale’s brigade started east from 
Calumpit early Tuesday morning, mov- 
ing along the river toward Gen. Law- 
ton’s position. 

Gen. Lawton’s men routed a consid- 
erable body of the enemy at San 
Jiafael, 15 miles east of Calumpit, dur- 
ing the night. The Americans lost one 
killed and five wounded- The rebels 
lost heavily. 

WAR in^We phTuppines, 

President M<*Kinley Tuesday Kxpressed 
the Qpinion That the Iliad is in Sig;ht 
—Filipinos Can Not Hold Out. 

Washinotox, May 3.— President Mc- 
Kinley talked with his official callers 
before the cabinet meeting Tuesday 
about the prospects of peace in the 
Philippines. It is believed that some 
advices from Gen. Otis have been re- 
ceived, enlarging upon the propo- 
sitions which were submitted bv 
the Filipino delegation, which 
have not been made public and 
which give the officials additional 
information concerning' the situation. 
The president expressed the opinion 
that the end was in sight, and said he 
believed that the Filipinos will not 
hold out milch longer. He regards the 
condition as most bopefuL 

The fact that negotiations for peace 
are in progress has stopped all talk of 
calling out the 35,000 additional volun- 
teers. 

A PARCEL POST CONVENTION. 

The President Tuesday Approred of the 
One Between the United States and 
Venezuela — Takes Fffeet July 1. 

Washington, May 3. — President Mc- 
Kinley Tuesday approved a parcels 
post convention between this govern- 
ment and Venezuela which has just 
been signed by the postmaster general 
r.nd Minister Andrade- It is to take 
cirect July 1 next, after ratification by 
the Venezuelan congress. It permits 
parcels of merchandise up to 11 pounds 
*n weight to go in the mails between 
the two countries, the rate to be 13 
cents a pound or fraction thereof.

New York, May 3. — Two men were 
killed and one injured while excavate

The Report of the Bee? Court of Inquiry 
Will Be Made Public Soon — It is Sat- 
isfactory to the President.

A6111NGTON, May 4. — The president 
I sat up very late Tuesday night going 
over the report of the beef court of in- 
quiry and making it ready for publica- 
tion. It is said that it will be given 
out within the next 36 hours. The 
[ president is entirely pleased with the 
verdict of the court and not only be- 
cause its findings are satisfactorj*, but 
because the report itself is so strong 
and convincing in its language as well 
as exhaustive in its character that be- 
yond doubt justifies its findings. 

The president also believes that the 
report, by its convincing proof, will, 
for the first time, set the vexed ques- 
tion before the public in its right 
light. In the first place, the president 
submitted 20 propositions to the court, 
these questions being the guidance 
in the inquiry. The court has 
brought in its findings in the 
shape of categorical and explicit an- 
swers to each question. This has al- 
lowed the court to not only show how 
Gen. Miles has been wrong and his 
charges unfounded, but it is enabled 
to place before the public in a most 
convincing manner the exact condi- 
tions and truth in regard to the beef 
used by the army. The following ex- 
amples give some idea about the re- 
port: 

The president asked: “Did the com- 

manding officers in Santiago or Porto 
Rico, or the major general command- 
ing, report during the war that either 
the refrigerated beef or canned beef 
was an unfit fationr” 

The court replies that neither Gen- 
Miles nor any other commanding offi- 
cer so reported. 

“When were these reports first made, 
and by whom?” 

This gave the court opportunity to 
point out that Gen. Miles made no re- 
port and never called attention to the 
matter until months after the war 
closed, when he made his allegations 
before the commission on investiga- 
tion of the war and in the newspapers. 

The story vf the false scare bj’ Dr. 
Daly is set for>h in detail and with 
scathing criticism. 

“If the allegations from the general 
commanding are established I want the 
court to find the cause and fix the re- 
sponsibility for the fact, that the guiy.y 
may he properly punished,” the presi- 
dent commanded. 

The report replies that the allega- 
tions have not been established in 
any degree. Gen. Miles and others 
who have shared in the 
origin and circulation of these 
unsustained charges are not spared. 
Their conduct is made to appear in its 
true light. The president believes the 
complete exposure of this conduct to 
the public ought to be sufficient pun- 
ishment. But he will insist that Gen. 
Miles and the other officers censured 
shall submit to the findings. The con- 
troversy must end now. 

SEVERE WISCONSIN STORMS. 

Hailstones an Inch in Uianoeter Fell at 
Blac’k River Falls — Bridges and Lianas 
W-ere Washed Away. 

Lacros.se. Wis., May ^4. — Nearly an 
inch of rain fell in 15 minutes Wednes- 
days. The rain was accompanied by 
hail which broke thousands of panes of 
glass in conservatories. 

At Pittsfield, Wis., during a severe 
storm of wind, hail and rain several 
buildings were blown down, including 
the shingle sheds of R W. Ring & Co. 
Part of the roof of the Johnson house 
was also torn off. 

At Black River Falls, Wis., the se- 
verest storm in years visited that 
place. Hail stones an inch in diameter 
fell. Several buildings were struck 
by lightning and bridges and dams 
were wa.shed out. 

MR. ATKINSON’S PAMPHLETS. 

Secretary Long Intimates That the Admin- 
istration Does Not Think of Inter- 
fering With Them. 

Hingman, Mass., May 4. — John D. 
Long, secretary of the navy, was asked 
Wednesday for an expression of opin- 
ion in regard to the exclusion of Ed- 
ward Atkinson’s pamphlets from mails 
destined for the Philippines. 

The secretary replied: “The admin- 

istration would no more think of in- 
terfering with the personal liberty of 
Edward Atkinson than with that of 
Daniel Pratt, the great .American trav- 
eler, if he were still alive.” 

Turkey Mill I’Ay the Indemnity. 

London, May 4. — The Constantinople 
correspondent of the Daily Chronicle 
saj's: The sultan has authorized the 

American minister {Oscar S. Strauss) to 
telegraph President McKinley that his 
majestt’ has promised to paj' the Amer- 
ican claim of 5f20,000 for losses sus- 
tained by Americans in Turke\’ during 
the Armenian massacres in 1SU.5. 

Tillman to Study Tobacco < ulture. 

CoLVMKUS, S. C., Maj' 4. — i;enator 
Tillman loft for Florence Wednesday 
to study the culture of tobacco. He 
proposes to make some experiments 
with the plant on his farm at Trenton. 
He has about sixty acres to devote to 
its cultivation. 

Au Armistiee in Samoa. 

Ai'IA, Samoa, April 27, via Auckland, 
N. Z., May 4. — Mataafa, the rebel chief- 
tain has accepted an armistice. The 
Germans, however, declined to sign the 
proclamation. 



It Arrives Off Staten Tsh^nd, \fter a 
Voyage to the West indifs. 



by One tha Huge VcsmIk M'ill Be 
Placed in Dry Dock, Preparatory to 
the Summer Evolutions Off 
the New England Coast, 

New York, May 3. — Rr. Adm. Samp- 
son’s squadron of three battle ships 
and two armored cruisers dropped an- 
chor off Tompkin.sville Tuesday after- 
noon after a 10 week’s cruise in the 
W’est Indies. The flagship New York, 
Brooklyn, Indiana, Texas and Massa- 
chusetts were sighted at 11:19 off the 
Jersey highlands, and two hours 
later the ships were riding 
at anchor off the Staten Island shore. 
They will remain there for some time, 
and visitors to the ships will be wel- 
comed. One by one thej' will be placed 
in dry dock at the Brookljm navy 
yard to have their bottoms scraped, 
preparatory to the summer evolutions 
off the New England coast. The start 
on this cruise will be made early in 
June. 

Adm. Sampson appeared to be in 
better health than when he left here. 
He said that his health was very good 
and that the voyage had been satisfac- 
tory. He said: 

“We had a speed trial in the Carib- 
bean and the trials showed from 12 to 
18 knots. The Texas made 12 knots, 
the New York 19 and the others be- 
tween those figures. The Brooklyn 
made about a knot less than the New 
York. 

“The gunnery practice work was 
done with great deliberation. The ef- 
fect of the gunnery experience gained 
during the w’ar was not apparent be- 
cause a large proportion cf the crews 
is composed of new men. Several of 
the gun captains ‘never fired a gun be- 
fore. We were pleasantly entertained 
at many of the places we stopped at.” 

Flag Lieut. Stanton said that ♦he 
fleet sailed from San Juan for home 
seven days ago and had an uneventful 
voyage. 

When the squadron visited Kingston, 
Jamaica, the English people showered 
hospitality upon the officers and men. 
LaGuayara was reached on April 4, and 
the government officials of Caracas 
outdid themselves in entertaining the 
visiting ships. St. Pierre, Martinique, 
and San Juan were the last places vis- 
ited. 

Rr. Adm. Sampson went to his home 
in New Jersey Tuesday afternoon. He 
will- probably go to Washington, he 
says, in a few days. 



THE RIOTERS AT WARDN,ER. 

Troops Are Harrying to the Flace, aAl th« 
Town is Wild With Terror — Idaho’s 
Governor Asked for Troops, 

Spokane, Wash., May 3. — Company 
M, 24th infantry, colored, left here 
Tuesday morning for Wardner, in ac- 
cordance with orders from Gen. Mer- 
riam. It consists of 75 men and one 
officer. A company of the same regi- 
ment now at Walla W'alla is ordered to 
leave for Wardner some time Tuesday. 

A bulletin from W'ardner early Tues- 
day morning saj’s the town is in a 
state of terror, owing to the sudden 
return of a number of armed masked 
rlotors. 

Bartlett Sinclair, Idaho’s secretarj' 
of state, has wired to the governor to 
send 500 soldiers immediately. He 
says conditions are much worse than 
had been believed and that the local 
authorities had been shamefully re- 
miss. 

THE SITUATION AT SAMOA. 

It ia Considered Critical as the Rebels Ara 

Again Moving on Apia— They Control 
the Snpply of Food. 

London, Maj' 3. — A dispatch from 
Wellington, N. Z., says that the situ- 
ation at Apia is serious as the rebels 
control the food supplies and are again 
drawing near the town, after with- 
drawing into tlie interior. 

The orders for a cessation of hostili- 
ties sent by the three governments is 
condemned by the English and Amer- 
icans, who believe that serious conse- 
quences will result if the Mataafans 
are not promptly subdued bj' force. 

The Germans and rebels are jubilant 
and claim a victory over the British 
and Ami rican forces. The American 
vice consul’s store at Falifa was loot- 
ed while a German store adjoining was 
left unmolested. 

The Strike Settled. 

Newcastle, Pa., May 3. — The em- 
ployes of the four blast furnaces of 
this city went out on a strike Tues- 
daj'. The emploj'es presented a de- 
mand of S2 per daj’ for turn; $1.50 for 
common labor and $2.75 per daj' for 
iron carriers. The demand was grant- 
ed and all the employes of the four fur- 
naces returned to work. The new rate 
is the highest ever paid here. 

A Democratic Landslide. 

Baltimore, Maj' 3.— One of the most 
exciting campaigns in the history of 
Baltimore City resulted Tuesday m a 
democratic landslide. Thomas G. 
Hayes was eiected mayor by nearly 
9,000 majority over William T. Malster, 
republican, the present incumbent. 

The Cruiser Brooklyn’s Commander. 

W’ASHiNGTON, May 3.— Capt. T P. 
Jewell has been chosen to command 
the cruiser Brooklyn. Capt. Jeweil has 
been in comisaQd of the traiciDg ghip 
Up castor.

Foree Enters the Place— Gen. 

Ag^inaldo’s Duplicity. 

Manil.v, May 4. — At noon Thursday 
jcn. MacArthur was a.ssaulting the 
town of J^anto Tomas about five miles 
northwest of Calumpit. 

The Americans are fighting for the 
bridge and the rebels are burning the 
town. 

London, ^lay 4. — Advices have been 
received from Manila that Gen. 
Wheaton captured Santo Tomas after 
1 severe fight with the insurgents. The 
insurgents were routed and the town 
was nearlj' destroj’ed by fire. 

Lawton's brigade is advancing to- 
ward ^lassin, where the insurgents 
are expected to make another stand. 

Manila, Maj' 4. — The Filipino en- 
voj's, Maj. ^lauel Arguelles and Lieut. 
Jose Bernal, have abandoned the pre- 
tense under which thej' came to Gen, 
Otis that thej' represented Gen. An- 
tonio Luna, and Wednesday thej' an- 
nounced that thej' came as representa- 
tives of Aguinaldo himself. The em- 
issaries used all their wiles to secure a 
reply from Gen. Otis to the letter from 
Senor Mabini, Aguinaldo’s “prime 
minister and minister of foreign af- 
fairs in the dictator's cabinet,” which 
they presented to Gen. Otis on 
Tuesday; but Gen. Otis refu.sed to 
make any replj', on the ground that to 
io so would be equivalent to a recog-\ 
aition of the so-called government of 
the Filipinos. 

There was a conference lasting two 
hours Wednesdaj' between Maj. Gen, 
E. S. Otis and the envoj-s who came 
here from Gen. Antonio Luna, bear- 
ing a proposal for a cessation of hos- 
tilities. 

Gen. Otis adliered to his refusal to 
recognize the so-called government of 
^he insurgents. 

The Filipinos now ask for a truce of 
three months to enable Aguinaldo to 
summon the congress and consult with 
the insurgent leaders and others of the 
island. The envoj's admitted the con- 
tention of Gen. Otis that Aguinaldo 
has little control over affairs outside 
of the island of Luzon. 

The question of the release of Span- 
ish prisoners in the hands of the Fili- 
pinos mentioned, Maj. Manuel Arguel- 
les, the chief member of the deputa- 
tion, said that he considered them as 
being in the same category with the 
Americans, the United States being 
the successor of Spain in dominion over 
the island and acquiring by treatj' all 
Spanish rights and obligations. 

DREYFUS REVISION Inquiry. 

Slowly Bat Steadily the Net is Closing i 
Around the French General j 

Staff— The Dossier. 

Paris, Maj' 4. — Slowly but steadily 
the net is closing around the French 
g^eral staff in tiie Dreyfus revision 
inquirj'. Gen. Mercier, who w'as minis- 
ter of war at the time Dreyfus was 
condemned, on being called upon bj' M. 
De Frej’cine:, the present minister of 
war, to produce the report regarding 
the secret dossier which Lieut. Col. Du 
Paty De Clam testified he liad sent to 
Mercier replied that he had destroyed 
it, and he called Gen. Gonse as a wit- 
ness to the truth of the statement. 

Unfortunatelj' for Mercier, Gen. 
Gcn.se had already testified before the 
cjurt of cassation, although Mercier 
destroj'ed the original, lie kept a copy. 
Another anti-Drej’fus argument has re- 
ceived its deathblow. Gen. Zurlin- 
den, miliiarj' governor of Paris, and 
others, while testifj'ing before the 
court of cassation, attached great im- 
portance to the closing sentence of the 
bordereau. “I am starting for the 
maneuvers,’’ as proving the guilt of 
Drej'fus and the innocence of Ester- 
hazy, inasmuch as the staff probation- 
ers were onlj' notified on August 29 
that thej' would not be required to at- 
tend the maneuvers. 

It has now been proved that this 
noti&cation was actuallj' dated May 17. 
Therefore, Drej’fus could not have 
written, “I am starting for the ma- 
neuvers,” in the following August. It 
is rumored that it was Lieut. Col. Du 
Paty De Clam himself who communi- 
cated to the Figaro the depositions 
made before the court of cassation.

Dead in a Lodging House. 



\V.\.snixoTON', May 4.— The industrial 
commission resumed its public hearing 
in its headquarters at the Bliss build- 
ing IVednesdaj’. The first witness was 
Florence KelU*. for four years chief 
factory inspector of Illinois. Her 
statement dealt particularly with 
sweat shops in Chicago. She painted 
the picture in dark colors. Of the 200,- 
000 factory workers in Illinois, she 
said t50,000 were in Cook county. 

Practically all the ready made cloth- 
ing and much of the so-called merchant 
tailor work of the city was sweat shop 
work pure and simple. The conditions 
surrounding the works were unsani- 
tary and harmful in a marked degree. 
Child labor, she said, was also used in 
direct defiance of the 14-year-age limit 
in force in the state. She said the em- 
ploj'es had no difficulty in evading this 
law and securing age certificates for 
the children. 

Many of these little ones, she de- 
clared, worked for the first year for 
nothing with the promive of a dollar a 
week at the end of that time, and ulti- 
mately, perhaps, J5o to 84 per week 
when they had reached the top of the 
ladder in their line. She strongly ad- 
vocated the passage of a law similar 
in its general provisions to the Sulzer 
act now in force in New York. 

The eoinmission has received word 
from Chief Counsel Dodd, of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co., assuring them that .lohn 
I).

— A peculiar 
tragedy came to light here Tuesday 
when tlie iKxlies of Mrs. William Hick- 
man and Mrs. H. A. Hassall, clas|>ed in 
loving embrace, but both dead, were 
found in a room of a lodging hou.se, a 
bullet having ended the life of each. 
.M rs. Hassall had been morbidly infat- 
uated with Mrs Hickman for .some 
months. 

Monday night Mrs. Hassall told Mrs. 
Hii-kman that she w,ts going to start 
for London Tuesday and begged Mrs. 
Hickman to spend the night with her. 
Mrs. Hickman consented, and her rela- 
tives, growing alarmed at her non-ap- 
pearance Tuesday, visited the lodging 
liouse and discovered the bodies. Mrs. 
lla.sr^all had killed Mrs. Hickman -and 
then herself. 

M rs, Hassall came from London, 
Eng., and called herself the duchess, 
claimiug that her husband is a duke. 
She became so madly infatuated with 
Mrs. Hickman that her husband left 
her, but the couple were about to be 
reconciled. Mr. Hassall is the chief 
ranger of the Order of Foresters in 
this city and is supposed to be well to 
do, but he has been waiting in a res- 
taurant for some time. 

Medical men are of the opinion th.at 
Mrs. Hassull was insane. The case is 
similar to one which occurred at Mem- 
phis a few’ \’cars ago.

New' York, May 4. — The National 
Afro-American council of the I’nitcd 
States has issued a proclamation call- 
ing upon the coloi’cd people of this 
country to set apart Friday, June 2, as 
a day of fasting and prayer, and has 
called upon all colored ministers to de- 
vote the sunrise hour of the following 
Sunda\% June 4, to special e.vercises in 
order that “God, the Father of Mer- 
cies, may take our deplorable case in 
his own hands and that if vengeance 
is to be meted out, let God Himself rc:- 
pay.”. 

The proclamation mvites all the col- 
ored clergy of all denominations to co- 
operate and consists of o, lengthy set- 
ting forth of the present “indescriba- 
ble barbarous treatment’* of the Negro 
in this country. Reference is made to 
the loyalt\- of the Negro in foreign 
wars and the recent lynchings of the 
colored persons in the south are de- 
nounced in the most strenuous lan- 
guage. 



Manila, May 3, — The first authentic 
inform.-jtion regarding Lieut. J. C. 
Gilmo.-e and his party of 14 men from 
the I'uited States gunboat Vorktown, 
who were captured bt* the Filipinos on 
April 12. was received Tuesday at the 
haiuD «>f Maj, Arguelescse of the staff 
of (Jen. Antonio Luna. 

It i^ in the form of a Ijst of the miss- 
ing men, and is signed by Liei;t. Gil- 
more. Tl'c lieutenant reports that he 
and his party have been brought 
a<‘ioss the mountains from Haler, 
where they were captured. 

This information was brought in re- 
sponse to a note which Maj. Gen. Mac- 
Arthur sent to Gen. Luna by Maj. 
Shields and Lieut. Hayne, and which 
those otficers, bearing a flag of truce, 
carried across Gen. Luna’s lines on 
Monday evening. The note, after ask- 
ing for information regarding Amer- 
ican prisoners in Gen. Luna's hands, 
concluded with the message that he 
(Gen. Mac Arthur) would be pleased to 
meet Gen. Luna. 

Maj. Shields and Lieut. Hayme found 
a span of the railroad bridge a mile 
from St. Thomas broken. 

W.4SHINOTON, May’ 3. — The following 
cablegram was received at the war de- 
partment at midnight; 

Mantl.v. May 3. — Adjutant General, 
Washington: List of prisoners in the 

hands of the insurgents just received 
shows Lieut. Gilmore .and seven en- 
listed men, navy, lost from Yorktown, 
and si.x enlisted men, army*, three of 
the six wrongfully arrested in January 
before hostilities commenced, all re- 
ported to be doing well. Besides the 
above there arc two men in the hands 
of the insurgents, south, and CapL 
Rockefeller, still unaccounted for.

I will offer the following suggestion 
for the guidance of amateur sh carers: 
(Professionals may smile, but this is 
not intended for them), writes W. B. 
Vestal in an exchange. First you want 
a .smooth table about four feet wide 
and three feet high. The plunks must 
be ])laned so that the wool will not 
cling to them. Lay the sheep up with 
belly to the front strap, head down with 
bell collar, then with “jocky s^ick” 
'about four and a half feet long, with 
soft lace leatlier strings at each end; 
tie the hind feet to one eiid and the 
lower front to the other; commeuce 
sheariTig at the fore arm; cut a line 
from the front Hank to the rear Hank 
and down the ham. Keep the llcece roll- 
ing back until you are j>ast the line of 
the backbone; by pulling the front 
leg backward yon will have smooth 
sailing over the shoulder and lialf way 
up the neck. Shear the belly to a jKiint 
o})pofeite the place of beginning. This 
can be done by raising the stick and 
gently leaning against it to keep the 
feet up. Now release the head and 
shear downward, dividing the fleece at 
the throat so the fleece when off will 
be all in one piece like a pelt. By lean- 
ing against the table, with the head 
under your left arm, you will sliear the 
neck, breast and most of the shoidder 
before turning over. To turn pull well 
forward, tuck fleece close to back, then 
steady the head with left hand and with 
the right grasp the stiek midway and 
gently raise the feet and roll him over 
the deece (a good soft bed), strap down 
head, turn the fleece back and you will 
have clear sailing to the finish, with 
fleece unbroken, sheep unhurt from 
struggling and the boy having a good 
time fishing at the brook, .And now let 
me say a word to yon about that boy 
of yours.

NEW GIANT WHEAT 



suits is the Kubanka wheat from the 
Kuban terriyjry, in the Volg-a repion. 
While this is a spring wheat in Rus.sia, 
it is believed it ean be chaiigetl to a 
winter wheat here. It is hardier than 
any of our wheats, and is the great 
bread wheat of the Volga rej^ion. 'I'his 
wheat needs a warm climate and is 
expected to give good results in T'exas. 
No-Man’s-Land, western Kansas and 
eastern Colorado. It does best in Rus- 
sia, where the annual rainfall is only 
15 inches. In western Kansas the an- 
nual rainfall is 18 inches. 

A variety called Polish wheat, w hich 
was obtained, has the largest grain of 
ail wheat in the world, the average 
length of the kernels being about five- 
sixteenths of an inch. Like the Ku- 
banka. it is exceedingly hard, bi:t is 
not a bread wheat. Its use is in pastry 
and as a macaroni wheat. The Polish 
wheat needs a warm climate. 

Several varieties of broom millet are 
to come. These are for cold, dry cli- 
mates. They are grown in Jiussia for 
the seeds principally and are used for 
food in the way of soups and gruels. 
It is possible that we may thus add 
something desirable to our dietary.' 
Two varieties of oats, the Swedish and 
Tobolsk, are expected to be the thing 
needful in the dry, cold regions of the 
west. The government importation is 
from this selected seed, 'I'he otlier va- 
rietj' is from Tobolsk, in the northern 
part of Siberia, where it is dr\- and 
cold. 

The total importations amount to 
about .30 varieties of cereals and for- 
age plants, besides vegetable seeds and 
melons.

PERCHES FOR FOWLS.

Fowls will jump from the lowest 
perch to the next, and so on to the high- 
est, and then <iuarrel. All they wsint 
is the highest place. It is preferable to 
have the perches placed on a level, also 
the platform to catch the droppings. It 
may be just high enough to be handy in 
cleaning, and the perches about one 
foot above it. All perches should be 
movable, so as to facilitate the apj)lica- 
tion of kerosene, when necessary, to 
every part. The reason why fowls all 
strive for the highest place in the roost 
is because they possess an instinct 
which teaches them that the higher 
they get the safer they are; hence, w hen 
perches are of iinetiual height the 
strongest fowls occupy the highest 
place. Probably the air is as pure three 
feet from the floor as higher. Fowls, 
when crowded into a small and close 
apartment, by their respective respira- 
tions give off considerable carbonic-acid 
gas. This, being heavier than conunon 
atmosphere, sinks to the floor when 
cold, and may have a deleterious effect 
on fowls roosting very low, and odors 
are also evolved from tlecaying animal 
and vegetable matter. The perches 
should be at least two inches wide and 
rest firmly in a slot or mortise. Fow Is 
will cling to one edge of a wide perch, 
and the width will give opportunity to 
rest the weight on the shanks. A very 
narrow perch makes it necessary to 
bear the weight on the breast-bone, 
mainly in one spot, and thus it becomes 
bent to one side. This deformity is 
caused in many instances by roosting 
on the chine of a barrel or on the small 
limbs of trees. Old fowls have their 
l>ones hardened, so that they will stand 
the pressure without bending, but all 
should have wide perches. — Farm and 
Fireside.
